HOW THEY WILL TEACH YOU 


Each instructor in correspondence work is required to 
divide each terms work in a subject into at least thirty lessons, 
and to furnish each pupil with carefully written instructions 
showing just how to prepare each lesson. 

When you have prepared one lesson according to direc- 
tions, you mail it to the instructor, to whom you have been 
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assigned, who gives it his personal attention, making such co- 
rections and suggestions as he deems proper, returning the 


corrected lesson to you. 


You then prepare the next lesson in the full light of all 


corrections and suggestions received. 


This method has been carefully tested by other institutions 
and found to bring results equal to the best residence studies, 


At the close of each terms work in a subject you are 


required to take a written examination in the subject. 


Arrangements for these written examinations must be 
made between the instructor and the pupil with the advice 
and censent of the President and Registrar of the Normal 


School. 


CREDITS FOR CORRESPONDENCE WORK 


Each terms work in the correspondence department is 
so planned that it shall be the equivalent of residence work. 
We are authorized therefore to give full credit for all 
work taken by correspondence, but no credit is given for less 
than one terms work. In a word you must complete one 
terms work before you are entitled to any credit. One year of 
residence work is required before any one may receive a 


Normal School Diploma. 


WHAT IT WILL COST 


1. Five dollars for each terms work in a subject. 

2. Postage both ways on the lessons. 

3. Reading and consistent study and preparation of 
lessons. 

4. Final Examination. 


FINDING POSITIONS 


The Normal School maintains a bureau of recommenda- 
tions by which it places many teachers each year, giving  pre- 
ference to our own students. This bureau of recommedations 
is at the service of our correspondence students, who have had 


one terms residence work. 


HOW TO ENROLL 


Having selected the subjects you wish to study, fill out 
the enrollment card, showing the one or two subjects you wish 
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to take, and return with the appropriate fees as directed above. 
Enroll at once. Prepare for a better position. We will 


help you find and secure it. 


Saturday and Evening Classes 


1. For those living near the Normal School: 


For the benefit of those living in and near Minot, we are 
forming classes in charge of our regular instructors, to be 
held in the Normal School buildings in the late afternoons, 
evenings and Saturdays, so that teachers, busy during the 
school day, may attend these regular classes. 


2. For those at a distance from the Normal School: 


For the benefit of those who can not come to the Normal 
School for Saturday and evening class work, we will try to 
form classes accessible to instructors and students at times con- 
venient to both. We send instructors to meet the class. It 
costs less for the instructor to go to the class than for the 
class to come to him. 

In this climate it will be well to confine the work outside 
of Minot to correspondence work during the winter term. In 
the fall and spring terms it will probably be easier for the in- 
structors to reach the near-by towns. 


3. How this work is carried on: 

The Saturday and evening classes are carried on in 
regular class fashion, having all the benefits of the personal 
touch of the teacher and student which is everywhere recogniz- 
ed as advantageous where it can be secured. 


4. Entrance requirements and credits: 

The entrance requirements are the same for correspond- 
ence, residence, and Saturday and evening class work. 

The credits for this work will be counted on exactly the 
same basis as the correspondence work, but it is probable that 
part of the Saturday and evening class work may count as resi- 
dence work, especially where it is done at the Normal School. 


5. How to form a class: 


Find a group of five or more who can meet the entrance 
requirements and who wish to study the same subject to- 


OS 
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gether. Agree to meet at a place easily accessible to one of 
our instructors. Have each member of the class enroll for the 
same subject, sending in enrollment: card and enrollment fee. 
State the regular time and place where the class agrees to meet, 
and we will try to send you an instructor to meet the class. 


You will easily understand that any one instructor may 
have a previous engagement forbidding him to accept a class 
at the hour you first choose. Please state a second choice of 
hour for meeting so that we may accommodate the class if 
possible. 


Where the instructor leaves Minot to meet a class, his 
expenses must be borne by the class.
